These were the two prin- 
cipal features of an excellent afternoon’s racing 
at the handsome Cicero track. Besides these 
two attractive events The Lady showed her 
quality in the mud, Maggie Davis gained a nose 
victory over Found in a six-furlong handicap, 
and there was aho something doing in the way 
of a selling race war. 

The Prairie Stakes was for two-year-olds at 
five and a half furlongs, with a gross value of 
$1,340, and a half dozen of the best two-year-olds 
at the track were up for contention. Of the six 
Pat Dunne’s Sortie was most fancied and open- 
ing at 3 to 1 he was hurridly backed down to 12 
to 5, Wild Pirate having second call at about 3 
to 1. Winkfield was up on Sortie and he man- 
aged to get away in front, but the Dunne colt 
did not have speed enough to keep up in the 
front rank in the first part of the contest and 
passing the half mile ground he was last but 
one. Princess Tatyana being out four lengths in 
front of Wild Pirate with Handy Man 
third and Jiminez, with 123 pounds up, 
fourth. This same order remained around the 
far turn, but entering the stretch there 
was a general closing up and scramble for 
positions. Buchanan on Princess Tatyana had 
an idea in his head that by swinging to the ex- 
treme outside he would find the going much to 
his advantage, but this was only an idle thought 
and by turning so wide the boy ruined whatever 
chance the Princess had. Winkfield on 8ortie 
chose the center of the track, which proved to 
be the proper place, and after a short, sharp 
drive the Dunne colt soon had things his own 
way and at the wire wa6 two lengths in the lead 
Handy Man came fast in the last quarter and 
finished second thiee lengths in front of Wild 
Pirate.

Found had the better of the 
argument up to the last few strides, when she 
weakened and Maggie Davis, staggering and 
ready to lie down, barely got up in time to poke 
her nose in front. Master Jed Waldo rode 
Maggie Davis, and his victory seemed to be a 
popular one with the female portion of the 
grandstaud spectators.

showing of recent years has been fully main- 
tained. Considering all the circumstances of 
the present times, it might well have been an- 
ticipated that the entries for the Cesarewitch 
and Cambridgeshire would show a considerable 
falling off from recent records, and it is there- 
fore especially encouraging that the figures for 
this year should fully measure up to the stand- 
ard. 



“For purposes of interesting comparison, I 
give herewith the figures for four years :

“The Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire are 
both run at Newmarket. The former, which is 
to be decided on Wednesday, October 10, is at 
its usual distance of two miles, two furlongs 
and thirty-five yards, and we have this year the 
usual representation in the entry of a number 
of horses who could hardly gallop the distance 
with the proverbial ‘postage stamp’ on their 
backs. Staying qualities and class are well I 
represented among the remainder, however, 
and 1 may say that the sporting fraternity are 
by no means unanimous as to which horse 
should be awarded the top weight, so well 
matched are a number of the leading candi- 
dates. 

“The American bred horses entered for the 
Cesarewitch are six in number, comprising Mr. 
E. Corrigan’s Chimura, ch. f, 4. by Montana 
Regent— Geneva, and Sardonic II., b. f, 4, by 
Morello— Sardonyx; Mr. J. A. Drake’s King’s 
Courier, ch. c, 3, by Kingston— Stylitene, and 
Lord W. Beresford’s Caiman, ch. c, 4, by Loco- 
hatchee — Happy Day, Jiffy II., br. m, E, by 
The Sailor Prince — Joy, and Jolly Tar, b. g, 4, 
by The Sailor Prince— Joy. 

“American owners represented by English 
bred stock are Mr. W. C. Whitney, with Spec- 
trum, ch. f, 4, by Orvieto— False Sight, and Mr. 
Fox hall Keene with Sinopi, b. g, 4, by Marcion 
- -Simonetta. Spectrum won two nice races for 
Mr. Whitney during Goodwood week, as 1 wrote 
you in my last, while Sinopi was ridden to vic- 
tory by Mr. Kseue himself in the Andover 
Stakes, one mile and a half, at the Bibury Club 
meeting in July. 

“Among tbe Cesarewitch entry are a number 
of our well known horses, including Prince 
Solty— Koff’s Ninus, 5, who has not run in over 
a year; Mr. Oswald’s Scintillant, 4, who won 
the Cesarewitch last year; Mr. Walker’s Merry 
Gal, 3, who defeated Diamond Jubilee in the 
£10,000 Princess of Wales’ Stakes in July ; Lord 
Durham’s Osbech, 5, who won the £10,000 Cen- 
tury Stakes in April ; Duke of Portland’s La 
Roche. 3, whe won the Oaks; Lord Ellsmere’s 
Proclamation, 4; Mr. Cloete’s Irish Ivy, 4, who 
won last year’s Cambridgeshire and has not 
run since ; Mr. J. G. Clarke’s The Grafter, aged, 
winner of the City and Suburban, and Mr. H. C. 
White's Skopos, 4. winner of the recent Liver- 
pool Cup. 

“The Cambridgeshire, which is run at New- 
market on Wednesday, October 24, is at one 
mile and 240 yards, and here we have an entry 
of no less than nine American-bred animals, as 
follows: Mr. R. S. Sievier’s Ailyar, b. c. 4, by 
Hiruyar — Aileen Aroon, who has thus far made 
six unsuccessful appearances this season ; Mr. 
G. Paget's Swift mas, b. h, 5, by Candlemas — 
Nell Swift, who has run unsuccessfully three 
times this year; Mr. James R. Keene’s Disguise 
II., b. c, 3, by Domino— Bonnie Gal, who ran 
third to Diamond Jubilee in the Derby after 
winning two minor races; Mr. E. Corrigan's 
Geyser, b. g. 6, by Ben Ali — Hot Spring, and 
Chimura, as above ; Mr. Drake’s King’s Courier, 
and Lord W. Beresford’s trio of Caiman (as 
above), Sibola, b. f, 4, by The Sailor Prince— 
Saluda, and Democrat, ch. g, 3, by Sensation- 
Equality. 

“Geyser and Chimura, I may add, have not 
run as yet, while King's Courier was third in 
his only appearance, the Fern Hill stakes at 
Ascot. Caiman has won the Lingfield Park 
stakes, creating a new mile record, but neither 
Sibola nor Democrat has won this year. Dem- 
ocrat is sure to be a particularly awkward cus- 
tomer for the handicapper to deal with. He 
ran unplaced in the Derby and an Ascot Bienni- 
al, his only starts of this year, but his record of 
last year gave him rank among our very beet of 
his ago. Huggins’ stable is also represented by 
the three-year-old Blacksmith, who was un- 
beaten last year, but has this season won only 
one of his four starts. 

“Mr, W. C. Whitney’s Cambridgeshire com- 
prises Spectrum and Memnon, the latter being 
the three-year-old colt by Miguel out of Aurora, 
who won at Newmarket in July, but was subse- 
quently beaten by Mr. J. S. Curtis’ Star of Han- 
over at the Bibury Club races. Tbe only other 
American owner in the Cambridgeshire is Mr. 
Jacob Pincus, the well-known trainer, whose 
entry is the five year-old horse The Virginian, 
half brother to Whittier. This horse has not 
won since 1898, but his appearances have been 
but very few, and he may make a good bread- 
winner for Mr. Pincus’ ‘scarlet, white braid, 
yellow cap". 

“Well known English horses in the Cambridge- 
shire are Mr. Prentice’s General Peace, 6, who 
won the Lincolnshire last year; Mr. Walker’s 
Merry Gal, 3; Duke of Portland’s Simon Dale, 
3, and La Roche, 3 ; Mr. W. Low’s Elopement, 

3 ; Mr. Cloete’s Irish Ivy, 4, and Strike a Light ,
